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ft: Is it true that the U.& In- 
formation Agency is doing a 
documentary on A1 Capp for 
distribution overseas? What 
are they going to do now that 
Capp has been charged with 
sodomy, attempted adultery 
and indecent exposure by 
coed in Wisconsin? 

As The USIA has been prepar- 
ing a documentary on Capp as 
part of its "One Man” series on 
various Americans, according to 
the USIA’s Robert Leeper. The 
"visually exciting documentaries” 
in the One Man series are dis- 
played in theaters and on televi- 
sion overseas. The documentary 
on Capp is intended to help show 
the "impact his life has on mil- 
lions of others” through his "hu- 
mor and creativity” in cartooning, 
says Leeper. It may also touch on 
his "second career” of personal 
appearances and lecturing. 

As for the charges against 
Capp, Leeper says, "We must as- 
sume that he’s innocent ... If 
he’s found guilty well have to 
reconsider.” Other subjects in the 
"One Man” series: a Los Angeles 
news vendor, the founder of the 
D.C. Youth Symphony, a cropdus- 
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ter pilot, the mayor of Freano, 
California, the Rev. Leon Sulli- 
van (one of the few civil rights 
leaders who has made a concerted 
effort to play ball with the Nixon 
administration), Mayor Swm 
Yorty.
